Particulars of an Indian Fight. 

Sir.ce tlio account of General Crook's hue 
uVlit was put in type, wc received ihe fallow- 
iu^ from u citizen who took part in the eu- 
gogement bimsoll : 

Ueoeral Urook, on assuming command, 
t ok tbu field and crossed the river ut Old 
Fun Boise ou the 21at of December, Willi 
Captain Perry Mid forty of the cavalry, und 
ten scouts, moving forward, sending ihu 
seouis ahead, ami moving the cuvalry at 
uight along the highland! between tho Owy- 
heu and Malheur. On Hie 23d the soouis 
catno in and reported u small band cl Indians 
ahead passine with nioek Irom tho Malheur 
towurda the Owyhee. Going forward, it was 
ascertained that ihe Indiana had passed down 
a canyon to the Owyhee und gone up that 
Btreani. Using ordi r and precaution tlie 
command pursued the trail up the Owyhee 
for two nights, when too scouts camo in and 
reported that they hud hoard the neighing ol 
horse.", but could discover no limits in con- 
sequence of tho prevailing tog, whereupon 
the command moved forward under cover of 
night to reel out the enemy and strike a blow 
belore discovery. No Indians were found at 
the place indicated— a high ridgo Hanked by 
gulches, about sixty miles up the river, on 
the west side, No time was to be lust, how- 
ever, (the ground was unsuitod lor cavalry,) 
and were pushed across deep ravines, passing 
out like fingers into a bend, where tho river 
canyoued to the East in a big bend. As the 
fog lifted at daybreak, a few horses were dis- 
covered on tho lahlo land. .Soon alter, an 
Indian was heard and seen to drive throo or 
four horses buck over tho ridgo. Word was 
sent to hurry up the horses. In tho mean- 
time an Indian was seen ou the ridgo ahead 
who disappeared suddenly, w: en it was evi- 
dent they hud token alarm. In n tow mo- 
ments an Indian, with Hying feathers, fol- 
lowed by two others, made bis appearance 
on tho ridge and raised the whoop, charging 
right and left. Capt. I\rry ordered a por- 
tion of the men to to back down tho ravine 
and hurry up tho horsis, and with the re- 
mainder charged the ridge on loot in order 
to cover the movement ul tho horses. The 
Indians broke Irom their line of defence, aad 
Ihe horses coining up on Ibe rnu the men 
were mounted and led to tho charge and 
pursuit, the Indians flying up the mountains 
from their camp just south of the ridge and 
over the r'dge to tiie south, and a Limit tiring 
commenced which continued lor about u 
mile, Capt. Ferry leading one squad and 
Sergt. OToole the other. The result \ra9 
twenty-five or thirty ol the enemy killed, 
nine prisoners id women mid children, twen- 
ty-nine hosees aud mules captured, about 
twenty-five wickiups and all tho provisions 
of the ecemy, including a large amount of 
beel lately slaughtered, burnt and destroyed. 

Sergt. OToole, a wortoy and cllicient 
oliieer, received a mortal wound in tho en* 
gagement, and died on the return. 

Gen. Crook is now organizing an expedition 
to go up tho .Malheur and "lor Ihe Indians." 
— Idaho Statesman. 

Arsenic Eatinci — The following case ol 
arsenic earing, ohs rves the London Rtvieic, 
lias been recently communicated to tho Bos- 
ton Jpurnal by Dr La Rue, Professor of Tox- 
icology in Laval University, Quebec, An 
Englishmou, aged forty-seven, long resident 
in Canada, of good constitution, intelligent 
and well educated, believed himsell in 1854 
to be attacked witti consumption. Having 
heard thai while ai ,-ema was an excellent 
remedy, he procured two ounces and com- 
menced Inking it five or sis times a day, 
without much regard to the exact quantity, 
finishing the whole in six or eight weeks. 
He also mixed white arsenic with the tobacco 
ha smoked; inducing the garlic fumes, tie 
never experienced any ul the usual constilu- I 
tional ey iiptoms said to result Irom taking 
arsenic, evon after six weeks' constant use. | 
The only precaution he employed was to re- 
frain from driukhiR water lor some lime after 
eating arsenic. This individual recently took, j 
in Dr Li Rue's presence, lour grains ol pure \ 
arsioiou-i acid, smoking ul the sarno lime 
another grain mixed with his tobacco. We 
see nothing remarkable in no habitual arsenic 
eater inking this quantity, as much being 
Often lake:; by (he arsenic eaters amongst 
Iho Slynari peasjiilry, by whom arsenic i* 
resorted to fur shortness ol breath, arid by ihe 
young le males to improve the complexion 
and produce an agreeable embonpoint. The 
really wonderful circumstance in the narra- 
tion is the ability at once to commence such 
do f cs wiiii impunity, and this it appears lo 
us, is hv no moans satisfactorily autbeutica- 
ted. The most important point ol all, I ow- 
ever, viz., what were ihe symptoms that 
originated tho upprehonRipu oi consumption, 
and did iho use ol nrseuie alleviate or remove 
them, is allogethei omitted to be noticed.

woman was or was not illegally sentenced. 
If it decides thai she was illegally sentenced 
then it decides that a wile's clothing does no, 
belong to nor but to her husband, and cice 
vcrta.--RicKmond Times.

apparently without any fixed object. These 
uro they who will be sure to jnllor for, j 
tempted by their own numbers, they may en 
gago in Borne act which will he fearfully 
punished. Very few ol these dupes have 
ever seen Stephens ; and it is possible that 
some daring impostor, pretending to bo Iho 
Head Centre, may urge them to commit :ome 
deed for which there can be no forgiveness 
on earth. There may bo Satan's work in 
Ireland, hut it will be done in lonely farm- 
houses, in unprotected villag s, in the lands 
lord's residence or tho clergyman's glebe, but 
the Feuiaru will never dare lo face a single 
company of constabulary.

'I he Speech and the Council. 

The (.olograph onabloa us to lay tho 
Governor's speech before our readers 
this morning. Tho lateness of tho 
hour at which tho despatch was 
rooeivod cotnpols us to defer a lengthy 
articlo upon its merits and its peculiar 
bearing, so far as tho interests of this 
Island are concerned, until to-mor- 
row; but there arc one or two points 
to whioh wo wish to direct public 
nttontion to-, day. We refer, first, to 
His Excellency's brief promise to 
Bond down a message " as to the 
cauio of tho selection mado for the 
Beat of Government of the United 
Colony." Has tho " selection" 
then been already made ? Is 
Now Westminster or Victoria to 
bo tho capital ? Why did not 
His Excellency announce tho fact 
in his speech when ho acknow- 
ledged ho was aware tint a 
"amount of intorost that he cannot 
comprehend" is manifested ? The 
people will await tho message with 
an anxioty that two lines of tho 
spoech would havo placed at rest. 
Wo loar, however, from the delicate 
mannor in which tlio subject 
handled, tho removal of tho archives 
to Now Westminster, and tho allusion 
to tho public work ol "secondary 
importance" on tho Island now 
nearly complotcd (Government 
Houso 1) affords littlo room for tho 
hope that in exchange for tho advan- 
tages of the protective Government 
and Free Trade, which wo surrender- 
ed for Union, our demands are to 
receivo just consideration at the 
hands of the Government, and that 
in do ovont will tho capital question 
bo submitted to the Council. In a

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Council. 

I by no ineang under-estimato tho import- 
ance of the duty which devolves on ma to- 
day of praetioally giving effect to the Legis- 
lative Union ol the two British Colonies of 
the North Pacific; nor nan I avoid loeiing 
the grave responsibility which rests upon mo 
as Governor under tiiti present distribution of 
power. 

There is considerable, though I trust, tem- 
porary depression existing in several portions 
of tho Colony. There ure conflicting inter- 
ests which time alono can reconcile. 

In all legislative bodies on the English 
model il is the duty of tho head of tho Ex- 
ecutive Government to staio the reasons why 
Bach legislative body has been convened 
into session, and this I shall proceed to do. 
Hut first it is well thai I should lay before 
you the Standing Orders for tho conduct ol 
public business They are prepared in 
obedience to Her Majesty's command, nod 
vary but little Irotn those previously in forco 
In deference, however, to the wishes of sev- 
eral members of the Council, I have struck 
out the order lining members fir non-attend- 
ance. 

1 place prominently in tho list of measures 
which 1 wish you to pu»s, bills of indemnity 
to my pre It'cussor in olBee in Vancouver Is- 
land and mynell, lor mouey expended without 
an Appropriation Act. The circumstances 
of the case are sufficiently familiar to all, and 
I have no doubt but you will recognize tho 
supreme necessity. 1 shall likowi.-e lay bo- 
fore jou a Dill to indemnify me for having 
omitted to enforce certain provisions of the 
Vancouver Island Stock Act, 18G5, and the 
schedule of the Harhuur Dues A.el, 1SCG. 
It will bo obviously uesirablo that the tuns 
nt the two sections of the Colony should be 
assimilated with as little delay as possible. I 
do not feel competent at present to propose 
this complete amalgamation — that may be 
left to tho next session ; at present I will 
endeavour to induce you to Bnlect from either 
ia I section such laws as may be best suited to 
the immediate wants of the community at 
large. The Vancouver Island Bankruptcy 
Law and that respecting the registration ol 
titles to land might, I think with advantage 
be extended over tno whole Colony. 

From the British Columbia ordinances 1 
would select lor general adoption those en- 
abling Indian evidence to be received in 
Courts of Justice; the law lor the preven- 
tion ol the sale ol spirituous liquors to tho 
aborigines, and thai lor the protection of 
their graves. 

Then 1 would further favo-ably recommend 
for your consideration the Mining La\v9 as 
existing on the mainland ; tho Postal ; Joint 
Slock ; Trustees Keliel ; Currency and Came 
Protection ordinances ; and that for tho dis- 
tribution ol tho estate of intestates. These 
havo worked well in British Columbia, and 
it seems to me that we miuhl beneficially 
extend their operations. A bill or bills fur 
thu put pose shall be laid before you. 

As il is proposed to pluce the Crown lands 
of Vancouver Island under tho cunlrol of the 
Legislature of the United Colony, as soon as 
suitable provision has been made for the

Monument to Sib John Franklin— On 
Thursday lust a moDument to Sir John 
Franklin, tho money for which was voted by 
Parliament, was unveiled in Waterloo placo, 
Pall Mall, by Sir John Partington, First. 
Lord of the Admiralty. Tha statue, which 
is, perhaps, Mr Noble's moat successful 
among many highly satisfactory works, 
eight feet four inches in height, and tho 
figure is roprosonted in tho uniform of 
commander in the nuvy, with an overcoat ol 
fur. In the right hand are a telescope, a 
chart arid oompuesea. The statue, which is 
of bronze, stands on a pedestal ol Aberdeen 
granite, polished and decorated with a bronze 
cable, oak loaves and ucorns. On each sido 
of Iho pedestal is a panel. That on the front, 
a very fine bas-roliol, represents tho luueral 
of Franklin. The grouping hero i.' excellent 
and tho details are full of power and deli 
aoy. On tbe back is an ombossed chart of 
the Artie regions, and on tho sides are in- 
scribed the names of tho crews of the Erebus 
and Terror — Tunes. 

Oun Climatk — Telegrams from Seattle 
and Olympia, and advices from Nonairao, re- 
port a heavy snow storm on Wednesday 
night. Hero tho ground was hardly whitened. 
At Westminster, no doubt, the fall was at 
least a foot deep. With a cl,male mild and 
springlike in midwinter, and delightfully 
cool in summer, uro we not a favored com" 
munity ? 

From Nanaimo and Wat Pouts. — The 
steamer Sir James Douglas arrived last even* 
ing ut 4 o'clock with eight passengers, a cargo 
of ooal, and two head of cattle. The brig 
Ann was loaded, but remained till to-day to 
take on board 6omo spurs. A schooner ar- 
rived yesterday to load coals lor Victoria. 
Suow lay on tho ground to the deplh of six 
inches yesterday. 

The Cold Snap will have an unfavorable 
effect upon liver navigation, aud will proba- 
bly close the Fraser from tho mouth upwards. 
Serious apprehensions uro entertained for the 
safety ol H M S Malacca aud tho guuhoal 
Forward, which vessels Btarted for New 
Westminster a day or two aeo, and will, it is 
feared, be blocked in with ice. 

The Lumber Business on tho Sound is 
said to bo improving onco moro ; tho price 
of the commodity has advanced in ihe Sun 
Francisco markets, and a healthy demand 
has sprung up in foreign ports. 

No Tidings have been received of H M S 
Sparrowhawk, which vessel started north lo 
relievo tho shipwrecked sailors of the Mauna 
Kea, two weeks since.
